Neff, county highw ay superinten­ 
dent. 
Th e letter to Je ffre y follows: 
“ The prosperity end growth of 
our county m ay not continue with 
the building of good roads alone. 
W e m ust develop our natural re ­ 
sources to prosper and m aintain the 
good roads that Orange county is 
so noted. 
The alleged erroneous 
placards and ‘private’ signs at La- 
buna Beach conveyed the im pres­ 
sion 
to myself, like hundreds of 
other citizens, that that beach was 
private like the most of the C a li­ 
fornia beaches. 
O ur public beaches 
are a part of our natural resources 
and the ir development is to the in ­ 
terest of the county as a whole. 
The use and developm ent of La- 
guna public beach not only aids 
the c ity of Lag u n a Beach but bene­ 
fits D an a Point, San Ju a n Capis­ 
trano, Sa n ta Ana and all Orange 
county cities.
